Tie  hadlaeen  In  power 
ftlnce  1893.  Uis  reign  was  a  turbulent  one,  for 
after  China's  defeat  by  Japan  In  18M  he  refused 
tit  be  guided  by  Chinese  counsels  and  com- 
menced Intrigues  with  Russia.  While  carrying 
on  these  he  refused  aU  oAclal  communication 
wi;  !v  •  iin,  and  finally  in  1903  a  British  mis- 
sion was  attacked  and  as  a  result  Britain  opened 
a  campaign  against  the  country,  mUltary  ad- 
ventures being  carried  on  at  a  height  at  the 
level  ol  Mount  Blanc.  The  linllsh  troops  dis- 
persed the  Thibetan  levies  and  reached  Lhasa. 
In  September.  1904.  Colonel  Younghusband  ef- 
fected a  treaty  between  Tibet  and  Britain  For 
the  time  being  the  Dalai  Lama  fled  into  Mon- 
golia. In  1910  China  organized  an  expedition 
ftf^iy*^  Tibet  £^nd  the  Dalai  Lama  was  forced  to 
flee  again,  this  time  to  DairJeellKg. 

There  he  .secured  British  protretion.  and 
Britain  informed  China  she  would  tolerate  no 
Interference  with  the  Hflhalayan  States  of 

Nepal,  Sikkini  and  Bhutan  The  following  year 
the  Thibetans  drove  the  Chhiese  out  and  the 
Dalai  Lama  returned  to  Lhasa.  This  incident 
.secured  Britain  the  frlend.<:hlp  of  the  Thibetans, 
and  In  the  Great  War  the  Dalai  Lajna  ofTercd 
1,000  soldiers  to  fight  on  the  British  side.  Friend- 
liness grew,  and  up  to  the  time  of  his  death  the 
rDalal  Lama  had  a  cordial  understanding  with 
She  Oovemment  of  India.  Sir  Charles  Beil,  a 
great  authority  on  Tibet,  has  the  following  to 
say  of  the  Dalai  Lama  in  his  book«rribet,  Past 
and  Present": 

"The  Dalai  Lama  was  a  shrewd  Judge  of  char- 
acter, quick  In  understanding  and  not  afraid  to 
make  decisions.  He  was  free  from  the  vanity 
and  bombast  which  has  characterized  many  Ori- 
ental rulers.  He  made  It  his  duty  to  learn  the 
news  of  current  affairs  In  Europe  and  America 
as  well  as  China  and  Japan.  Of  India  he  and 
his  ministers  knew  but  little.  BritUh  methods  In 
India  were  Indeed  observed  and  rompared  with 
methods  in  China  and  Tibet,  but  the  chief  In- 
terest centred  on  the  places  of  pilgrimage  Where 
Buddha  had  lived  and  taught  and  died.  The

With  regard  to  the  other  special 
feature,  as  practically  every  foreign 
trade  transaction  passes  through  a

.strong  and  well  erjuipped.  as  a  re- 
sult ol  many  years  of  sound 
methods  and  the  de\elopment  of 
foreign  ( onnections  (Instituted  long 
before  llie  i)re.sent  regime.s),  to  un- 
dertake tlie  flnanclrn;  of  this  iii- 
ci'eased  business.  Obviously,  the 
answer  Ls  that  Canada  would  not 
teve  been  able  to  take  full  advan- 
tage of  tte  opportunity  afforded  to 
augment  Its  manufacturing  activi- 
ties (taeluding  ttioae  of  tte  Itunber 
and  pulp  and  va^tx  mills),  by  40 
per  cent,  and  Its  mining  operations 
by  25  per  cent,  nor  to  widen  the 
field  of  general  employment  .so  as 
to  absorb  at  least  150,000  workle.ss 
peoiile.  I  do  not  claim  that  the 
tianks  have  done  more  in  this  re- 
tlicv  .■-iioiild  have  done. 
'  ■■■;>  led  call  for 
their  services  was  made  under  ab- 
normal circumstances,  because  at 
the  time  ttet  this  increased  foreign 
demand  for  Canadian  products 
arose,  tte  United  States  voiuntarUy 
suspended  tte  gold  standard  and 
the  International  tsehantes  were 
thrown  Into  a  state  of  confusion 
never  prrviouslv  experienced.

The  foregoing  Is  intended  to  ^e 
briefly  lllu.itratlve  of  the  gratifying 

progress  made  by  .some  of  our  lead- 
ing IndiLstrle.s,  as  well  as  to  explain 
the  causes  of  an  Increase  In  general 
business  activity  of  nearly  20  per 
cent  In  1933  In  contrast  with  a  de- 
cline Of  13  pCT  cmt  in  the  preoedtog 
year. 

There  has  been  general  recogni- 
tion of  the  fact  that  mining  In  this 
eountry  has  held  its  ground  belter 
than  any  other  major  industry.  In 
the  1929-32  period  it  registered  a 
decline  of  about  25  per  cent  - 
mainly  because  of  the  .sj-vere  de- 
pression In  coal  mining  as  com- 
pared with  one  of  nearly  40  per  cent 
In  genmU  business.  But  it  may  not 
be  widely  known  that  the  mining 
Industry  as  a  whole  has  now  become 
our  second  largest  primary  pro- 
dueer,  ranking  next  to  agriculture. 
One  salient  feature  of  the  past  year 
Is  not  merely  the  continued  prog- 
ress In  gold  mining,  with  an  esti- 
mated production  of  $()!. 000.000  at 
$20.67  i)er  ounce,  or  $85,000,000  at 
the  average  market  price  realized, 
but  also  the  ti(  ^'iiix'tii-^  I'lven  to 
theba.se  nr'i:  .  'n  indus- 
tries Th^s.  the  pioducMon  of  nickel 
In  1933  wa.s  ni-iu-ly  three  times  that 
of  1932,  while  that  of  copper  in- 
creased by  3a  per  cent,  that  ot  lead 
by  B  per  oent,  that  of  sine  Iqr  16 
per  cent  and  that  of  asbestos  by  21 

per  rent 

It  Is  highly  regrettable  to  have 
to  note  the  great  distres.s  over  a 
part  of  the  Prairie  Provinces  at- 
tendant upon  another  severe 
drought,  although  the  purchasing 
power  of  Canadian  agrlcultiue  as  a 
whole  rose  alighUy  in  1M3.  It  Is 
also  disappointing  to  rscord  ttet 
building  and  other  eonstmetlon 
eonUnued  to  decline  untU  lata  in 
the  year;  that,  despite  further  op- 
erating economy,  the  net  revenues 
of  our  two  railway  systems  were 
little,  if  any,  larger  than  In  1932; 
atKl  that  f>ur  governmental  and 
municipal  <lebt  structures  show  no 
general  improvement.  The  balanc- 
hig  ol  budgeU  by  all  spending  au- 
thocttlaa  la  an  utgant  niuw<l|. 

with  Brighter  Hopes 

While  Canada  U  atlU  paying  the 
penalty  of  over-expaailOB  and  over- 
borrowing.  eondltloBa  ara  undoubt- 
edly  batter  than  they  were  a  year 
ago.
